HEROISM OF A YOUNG KANSAS GIRL. 


Many Lives Saved by 16-Year-Old Maud 
Schermerhorn, 

Wicarra, Kas., Nov. 16.—[Special. ]—The 
Patterson House, the leading hotel of Harper, 
was burned to the ground at 4 o’clock this 
morning, and only through the heroism of 
Maud Schermerhorn, a dining-room girl 16 
years old, was appalling loss of life averted. 

Thirty-seven guests were asleep in the house 
at the time. The flames started in a wooden 
kitchen at the rear of the hotel. Over this 
Maud Schermerhorn and Mattie Harper, an- 
other dining-room girl, slept. The former 
was awakened by the smoke, and calling her 
companion the two attempted to escape by a 
back stairway, but found their passage barred 
by flames. They regained their room, and 
here Mattie Harper sank to the floor, over- 
come by smoke and fear, 

Miss Schermerhorn ran to the window and 
with her bare hands broke out the glass and 
tore down the frame work, She then dragged 
her lifeless companion to the window and 
pushing her through it dropped her a few 
feet tg a roof below, climbed out after her, 

r safely to the ground and then 
d her out of danger. Both girls were 
terribly, though not fatally, burned. 

All this time the occupants of the house 
slept unmindful of danger. The young gir! 
who had already saved one life sought the 
front of the building and there broke 
another window through which she crawled. 
Up-stairs she rushed, pounding on every door 
and sounding the alarm. The smoke was suf- 
focating and finally became unbearable, and 
on her hands and knees she crawled through 
the rest of the house calling the slumbering 
guests, until finally she sank exhausted by 
the lobs of blood and the pain of her burns 
at the door of the last room. 

By this time the whole. house was alarmed 
and the guests were flee:mg with what clothes 
Fortunately 
there was amanin the room at the door of 
which Maud Schermerhorn had swooned, and 
ashe ran outhe tripped over the insensible 
girl, and picking her up carried her to a place 
of safety. Fifteen minutes later the house 
was entirely enveloped in flames, and but for 
the bravery and presence of mind of the young 
heroine there would doubtless have been 
much loss of life.

WINNIPEG HAS A BAPTISM OF FIRE. 


Grand Union Hotel and the Western Can- 
ada Block Destroyed. 

WWI, Man., Nov. 16.—Winnipeg had 
a serious baptism of fire between midnight 
and 6 o’clock, no less than five alarms having 
been turned in for different fires. Tne Western 
Canada Block,Main street and Portage avenue, 
was destroyed, and the stores underneath, oc- 
cupied by Wright Bros. & Mitchell, drug- 
gists, burned out. Loss, $85,000. The Grand 
Union Hotel, Princess street, was swept out 
of existence, in addition to several stores and 
houses adjoining. The fire then crossed the 
street and consumed the warehouse of Mer- 
rick, Anderson & Co., which was filled with 
valuable stock. The loss in this connection 
will exceed $125,000. 

Burtiineton, Ia., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
The Boston Dry Goods Store, Bentz & Sous 
proprietors, burned here today. Loss on 
stock, $60,000; insurance, $39,000. Oswald 
Pestorious, a young clerk, lost his life in the 
basement while trying to extinguish the 
flames.

DEATH OF DR. WCOSH. 


THE VENERABLE EDUCATOR PASSES 
AWAY AT PRINCETON, M. J. 


Ripe in Years and Honors Me Succumbs to |. 


the Infirmities of Old Age Hie End Is 
PeacefuleSketch of His Career Robert 
Cc. Winthrop Dies at Boston—Was the 
Oldest Living Ex-Senator of Massachu- 
setts and Ex-Speaker of the House 
His Career. 

Priscztoyw, N. J., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
The brilliant life of Dr. James McCosh, the 
venerable ex-President of Princeton Uni- 
versity, came to its close tonight as peace- 
fully as the sun sets at evening. He had been 
in no great pain during his recent iliness, in- 
creasing weakness being the only indication of 
approaching death. He was conscious until 
today. Funeral arrangements have not yet 
been announced. 

Dr. McCosh continued to fail rapidly all 
day. He was troubled with no disease, but 
was simply dying of old age, havig passed 
his 83d birthday the lst of last April. Dr. 
Andrew J. MéCosh of New York, his only son, 
has been in constant attendance at his bed- 
side for several days. Mrs. David Magee and 
Mrs. Alexander Maitland, the doctor’s daugh- 
ters, both of New York, have been with him 
since his serious illness began over two weeks 


ago. 

Prof. Hunt offered prayer for the venerable 
doctor at morning chapel at college, after 
which Dr. Francis Patton made a few re- 
marks, in the course of which he said: 

Dr. McCosh is suffering no physical pain. 
but is dying of weakness resulting from old 
age. He approaches the gates of heaven calm 
and peaceful, with Christian fortitude and an 
unshaken faith.” 


Dr. James McCosh was born in Carskeoch, 
Ayrshire, Scotiand, April 1, 1811. He stud- 
ied at the University of Glasgow from 1824 
to 1829, and at the University of Edin- 
burg from 1829 to 1834. He was or- 
dained. a minister of the Church of 
Scotland in 1835, but removed to Brechin 
in 1839. In 1848 he took an active 
part in the organization of the Free Church of 
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JAMES M’COSH. 


Scotland. While pastor at Brechin he pub- 
lished a work entitled Method of the Divine 
Government, Physical and Moral,“ in which 
he endeavors to interrogate nature by the in- 
ductive method, inquiring what is the method 
of the divine government, primarily in the 
physical world, secondarily in  provi- 


dence as related to character of man. 7

work to the Earl Clarendon, then Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, that nobleman began to 
read it before a divine service on a Sabbath 
morning and became so interested in it that 
he forgot to attend church. He immediately 
afterward appointed Dr. McCosh Professor of 
Logic and Metaphysics in the Queen’s College 
at Belfast. He remained there sixteen years, 
and while there wrote his Intuitzons of 
the Mind Inductively Investigated,” which 
established his reputation as a metaphysical 
writer. In 1868 he removed to the United 
States, having been elected President of 
Princeton College. Having been successful 
in his adminisfation and desiring to be re- 
lieved on account of his ad vanemg years, Dr. 
McCosh resigned, his resignation taking ef- 
fect in June, 1888, After his retirement he 
was voted a salary as President emeritus, 
also retaining the chair of Philosophy. 

When Dr. McCosh was 82 years o'd he in- 
dulged in some reminiscences which were 
published in several neuspapers. He was the 
author of twenty-three books, the last appear- 
ing in January, 1894. He was at work on 
his autobiography up to the time of his 
last illness. In 1875 he electrified the world 
by his address to the British Association in its 
session at Belfast by his bold enunciation of 
the last results of the evolution theory. 

The quality that was most prominent among 
his personal characteristics was his absent- 
mindedness. He forgot names, faces, the 
way to his own house through the little vil- 
lage. Often, as he sat in one of the big 
chairs near the pulpit in the chapel, he 
would become so absorbed that the whole 
audience would be watching him as his lips 
moved and his fingers perhaps ubsently 
worked away at the buttons of his coat. 
And his wife, whose devotion to him was 
one of the beautiful examples Princeton 
students had before them, always sat in the 
chapel, where she could keep her eyes upon 
his face. And when he went abroad it was 
the usual thing to see her walking slowly be- 
hind him, perhaps fifty feet away. And every 
now and then he would pause and turn 
slowly about and look absently back over the 
distance he had come, as if he had missed 
something. When his eyes would light upon 
her a contented glow would come into them, 
and he would turn to take up his walk and his 


thought. 
ROBERT C. WINTHROP DIES AT BOSTON.

KEEP POLIOB PAY ROLLS AT LIMIT. 


Scheme Developed to Avoid Exceeding the 
Appropriation, 

At meetings in the principal police stations 
last night a way was found for keeping the 
police pay-roll within the appropriation and 
at the same time discharging only a few men. 
Inspector Fitzpatrick summoned his South 
Side staff to the Harrison Street 
Station and the action taken there 
was practically followed everywhere else. 
Capt. Hartnett of Harrison street, Lieut. 
O’Brien of Cottage Grove avenue, Lieut. 
Barrett of Twenty-second street, Lieut. Bon- 
field of Stanton avenue, Lieut. Enright of 
Deering street, and Lieut. Dunne of the 
Thirty-fifth Street Station were present. After 
an hour’s consultation the followmg plan was 
drawn up: Beginning this morning fourteen 
men in each precinct will be given a five 
days’ furlough without pay. This means 
each man will receive pay for only twenty- 
five days’ work instead of thirty. Policemen in 
general do not receive the plan with any degree 
of favor, They say they have to wait three 
months for their money as it is, and can il! 
afford to lose any. The officers who formu- 
lated the plan claim it is the only way to keep 
the men at present on the force within the ap- 
propriation. Letters have been sent to every 
officer eligible to retirement on a pension 
asking for his resignation. One of the men 
who have received sucha letter is Gus Swan- 
son, the lockup-keeper at Central Station, 
who has been twenty-nine years on the force. 
He is not, however, entitled to a pension, as 
he has not served twenty years successively. 
It is believed others will be found in the same 
predicament. Swanson has two years to 
work before he can get half pay, and he will 
not n without a murmur, 


MOTHER DIES AMID DESTITUTION.

A sad case of death and destitution was re- 
ported last night to the Stock- Yards police. 


It was that of Mrs. Kate Kenny, a young 


woman afflicted with a drunken and worthless 
husband and compelled to labor for herself 
and three small children. About two months 
ago Mrs. Kenny, who was a sufferer from 
heart troubles, was taken sick. Her 
husband failed to provide for her and 
she was complied to accept relief from 
neighbors. She continued to suffer and de- 
cline until yesterday, when she died in abject 
poverty, relieved only in the smallest measure 
by charitable but poor neighbors. There was 
no food or fuel in the house last night. The 
dead woman reclined on a bed scarcely strong 
enough to hold her emaciated torm.

EVIDENCE AGAINST THE SLUGGERS. 


Marquette Club Campaign Committee Se- 
cures Startling Affidavits. 
Evidence against the lawless gang of hood- 


lums who murderously assaulted and beat 


scores of respectable voters at the polls eiec. 
tion day and against the stupid police who 
stood silently by and refused protection is 


rapidly accumulating 
the Marquette Club Campaign committee. 
It already has secured over eighty affidavits 
from citizens who suffered at the hands of the 
hoodlums. And by these affidavits alone it is 
claimed ** Major Sampson, Clabby”’ Burns, 
Kid“ Murphy, Johnny Bingham, and the 
remainder of the lawless Market street gang 
can be sent to the State’s Prison for the rest 
of their lives. It may also result in sendi 
some of the policemen who sympathized with 
the thugs to the penitentiary as accessory to 
the crimes charged against the thugs, and a 
few of the milder affidavits were given out for 
publication yesterday. One of them was that 
of Frederick Weidemann, a contractor and 
builder of No. 158 Milton avenue. He 
says: 

About 6:30 I went to vote at the Twelfth Pre- 
cinct of the Twenty-third Ward, on Larra 
street, near Oak. I was standing in line about 
six feet away from the door, ready to goin and 
cast my ballot, when an attack was made on the 
line by a gang of men who had driven up in three 
carriages and stop on Elm street, around the 
corner from the polls. All at once the man ahead of 


me was struck on the head with aslungshot and I 
was also struck on the head. This blow knocked 
me to my knees, and as 1 was struggling to my 
feet was grabbed by the head by a tough-look- 
ing man, who struck me in the eye a heavy blow 
with aslungshot. The blood from the top of my 
head ran down all over my face and clothes and 
blinded me so that I could see but little. I threw 
my hands up to guard my face, and was then 
struck five or six more heavy biows on the head 
and one on the shoulder and one on the side, 
five or six men attacking me the 
same time, until 1 staggered 
the street and out of fight. 
When the fight was going on one of the police- 
men came out of the polling place and went to 
my assistance and helped me into a drug store 
about a block away. Another one of the police- 
men caught one of those sluggers and held him 
for a couple of minutes and then let him go, but 
made no arrest. He then went to the patrol box 
to call up the wagon for more assistance, but 
some of the sluggers, who came there in car- 
riages, and hoodlums in the neighborhood kept 
yelling at him and he was afraid of this gang or 
was well acquainted ‘with them, so he came 
away without calling up the patrol wagon.

TRYING TO ORGANIZE A SILVER POOL. 


Conference Held at Denver with the Ob- | 


ject of Advancing Prices. 

Denver, Colo., Nov. 16.—-The Rocky Mount- 
ain News today says a syndicate or scheme is 
proposed to obtain control of the silver mar- 
ket and dictate the price of the metal to all 
silver using countries, A conference was 
held in this city this week at which were pres- 
eat Daniel Guggenheim of New York, Barton 
and Nash of Omaha, Hanaur of Salt Lake, 
and Allen of the Philadeiphia Smelting and 
Refining company at Pueblo, and representa- 
tives of the local smelters and the leading sil- 
ver producing mines. One report is that a 
syndicate, backed by John D. Rockefeller 
and the Rothschilds, will obtain contro! of 
all the smelters in the United States and 
Mexico and arbitrarily fix the price of 
silver regardless of the supply and demand. 
The proposition was made, soit is stated, 
that the smelters should be taken at an ap- 
praised valuation equivalent te cost. This 
waz to be paid in cash. Then each was to 
have a proportionate block of stock in the 
new deal. The Grant people, so it is stated, 
wanted their plant paid for at the rate of its 
full value, not its cost. This hitch has still to 
be adjusted. According to another report the 
proposition is to have the silver of ail the 
smelters handled through one man or agency. 
At present the Guggenheims have a certain 
house, the Grant people another, and so on. 
There would be a savingto the smelters of 
possibly a quarterof a cent an ounce by 
having it handled by one man instead of half 
adozen or adozen, but the main object would 
be to prevent sudden slumps in the prise of 
silver. 

New Lonx, Nov. 16.—Isaac Guggenheim 
of the firm of M. Guggenheim & Sons said 

: The story you have shuwn me from 
the Mountain News is in the main 
true. My brother has been out there, but I 
cannot say what arrangements he has made. 
There is a scheme on foot to control the sil- 
ver product of the United States, but neither 
the Rothschilds nor John D. Rockefeller have 
anything to say in the matter.“ John D. 
Rockefeller was not to be found today. 


POSTAGE STAMPS TO BE IMPROVED. 


Chief Johnson Alleges That They Will 
Soon Be Up to Standard. 

Wasniveton, D. C., Nov. 16.—Officials of 
the Bureau of Printing and Engraving think 
the complaints of the inferior quality of the 
new postage stamps printed by the bureau 
are disproportionate to the grounds for dis- 
satisfaction. Claude M. Johnson, Chief of 
the bureau, admits some of the product 
of the establishment was not up to 
the standard, but is confident after 
the workers become expert in the various 
processes and in the use ot the gumming ma- 
chines there will, be no further trouble be- 
cause stamps fail to stick. Mr. Johnson is 
confident the postage stamps of the present 
and future issues will be of the same high 
quality as the bank notes and internal revenue 
sta , which ha ve given the bureau a world- 
vide reputation for skillful and artistic work. 


BEPORT ON RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE, 


Law Needed to Prevent Obstruction or 
Delay of Mail Trains. 

Wasnincron, D. C., Nov. 16.—Capt. James 
White, Generai Superinténdent of the Rail- 
way Mail Service, has made his report, call- 
ing attention to his recommendation of last 
year for the passage of a law makmg it a 
penalty for any organization or individual! to 
delay. obstruct, or prevent the passage of any 
train on any railroad upon which mails are 
carried. He also says the clerical force should 
be ,reorganized upon a basis calculated to 
covel its — urgent needs. The benefit 
of the civil service method of appointment is 
commended, and it is stated under this 
system a much larger percent of the men 
given probationary appointments in the serv- 
ice secure permanent appointments than 
under the old plan of patronage appoint- 
ments.

The matter of the authority of the 
Springfield body to investigate tne workings 
of any municipality of the State, either in 
whole or in part, has been looked up by able 
a wyers, and they have given it as their opin- 
ion there is no question as to the powers of 
the Legislature in this respect. It not only 
has the power, if it chooses to exercise it, to 
investigate the Police Department, but it has 
the power to investigate the City Council and 
ascertain how it is valuable franchises stip 
2 the Council so easily without the cor- 
porations obtaining them pay the city a just 
com pensation. 
The Police Resolution. 

Two resolutions are before the Finance 
committee for an investigation of the police. 
One provides for the creation of a special 
committee to do the work and the other 
directs that the inquiry shall be conducted by 
the regular Committee on Police.

By impli- 
cation it attributed the denial to Maj. von Ebe- 
meyer, who had just returned from Switzerland, 
where he had been in company with Gen. von 
Caprivi. The superintendent of the foreign serv- 
ice of the Associated Press at London was 
asked to investigate the matter, and the above 
cable from Berlin received this afternoon is the 
result. As to the significance of the reply of Maj.

As regarded the word intention it 
cannot be alleged that New Zealand had any in- 
tention to administer the Government of Samoa, 
for any such proceeding would have been con- 
trary to the treaty engagements of the imperial 
government. 


DUKE OF ARGYLL IS TO WED ONCE MORE 


New Journal, of Which Lady Campbell Is 
Editor, Makes the Announcement, 

Lowpon, Nov. 16.—The Fealm, of which 
Lady Colin Campbell is the editor, appeared 
today and was favorably received. The jour- 
nal announces the Duke of Argyll is engaged 
to marry Miss Knox Little. George Douglas s 
Campbell, eighth Duke of Argyll, was 
born in 1823 and is the father of the 
Marquis of Lorne, who married the 
Princess Loulse, fourth daughter of 
Queen Victoria. The Duke of Argyll 
has been twice married ; first 
in 1844 to Lady Elizabeth Geor- 
giana «Sutherland-Leveson-Gower, who 
died in 1878. She was the youngest 
daughter of the second Duke of Suther- 
land. In 1881 the Duke of Argyll married 
Amelia Maria, daughter of the late Rt.-Rev. 
Thomas Leigh Claughton, D. D. (formerly 
Bishop of St. Albans), and widow of Col. 
Hon. Augustus Henry Archibald Anson. She 
died in 1892. All the children of the Duke 
of Argyll, four sons and seven daughters, 
were by his first wife. Lady Colin Camp- 
bell, the editor of Realm, was the wife of 
Bord Colin Campbell, fourth son of the Duke 
of Argyll, from whom she obtained a judicial

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Tariff Rates Alone the Stumbling Block 


Now=Concessions Made as to the Eu- 
trance of Japanese Laborers into This 
Country=The Right of Trial of Foreiga- 
ers Will Be Granted=Japanese Prepare 
te Attack Port Arthur=Chinese Viceroy 
Arrested and a General Beheaded. 

Wasutinorox, D. C., Nov. 16.—[Special.}— 
While the two subjects may not be directly 
connected, it is nevertheless a noteworthy 
fact negotiations between the Japanese 

and the Secretary of State for a new 
amity and commerce treaty between the 
‘two countries will be consumated by the 
time Japan makes its reply to the 
mediation question. Every essential dif- 
ference between Secretary Gresham and 
Minister Kurino regardmg the terms of the 
treaty has been agreed upon. It is only a 
matter now of detail, especially in regard to 
tariff rates. State and Treasury Department 
officials have been in consultation for several 
days past for the purpose of determining 
these rates, and it is understood an agreement 
has been reached which will be acceptable to 
the Japanese Minister. The treaty will of 
course still require ratification by the United 
States Senate and the Japanese Corgress, but 
with the exception of a few minor details the 
necessary work preliminary to ratification 
has been practically finished. 

It is not definitely known what agreement 
has been reached in the question of immi- 
gration, which was one of the chief stumbling- 
blocks in the early stages of the deliberations, 
but the rather radical restrictious against 
Japan@se laborers first demanded by the 
United States have been materially modified, 
so as to leave Japan on practically the same 
footing as European countries. Recognition 
of its ability to properly administer justice to 
foreigners as well as natives was the primary 
object Japan had in view in asking fora new 
treaty. This it will obtain if the treaty as at 
present prepared is finally proclaimed by the 
two governments. It is understood the State 
Department has agreed to abandon the exist- 
ing Consul court system in substantially the 
same manner as contemplated by the recent 
Japan-English treaty—that is, a few years 
hence when Japan has perfected its judicial 
system so as to insure fair trial and process 
granted to aliens as well as natives. 
Favorable Action on Mediation Expected. 

State Department officials appear more en- 

today than ever over the prospects 
for a favorable response from Japan on the 
mediation question. This may be due to the 
information received this evening to the 
effect a special meeting of the Japanese Min- 
istry has been called for tomorrow to consider 
the answer to be made to the suggestion for 
peace, As far as can be learned not even an 
intimation has been received asto what the 
reply willbe. No one at the department, 
however, expects it will bea flat-footed re- 
susal to entertain the offer of China for 
peace. The least that is expected is 
Japan will stipulate conditions in 
expressing a desire to have the United States 
act as mediator. These conditions, if made, 
some of the officials assume, will be that 
China specify the amount of indemnity it will 
pay. While there is no doubt China made 
known its willingness to pay an indemnity 
before the inquiry in regard to mediation was 
first submitted by the United States to Japan, 
the State department has not learned, as far 
as can be ascertained, whether it will go be- 
yond reimbursing Japan for the expenses it 
has incurred in the war. It is thought by 
ome of the diplomats here Japan will de- 
mand something in the way of a tribute in 
addition to reimbursement for its war ex- 
penses. 

While the text of the dispatch of Secretary 
Gresham to Minister Dun at Tokio will not 
be made public for the present, it is under. 
stood to be substantially in these words: 

If the United States were in a position to exer- 
cise its good offices in bringing about an under- 
standing between China and Japan would Japan 
feel that it would be prejudicial to her interests 
to have such influences exerted? 

It may be stated that this suggestion for 
mediation was the direct result of appeals 
made to this country by China. The Tsung 
Li Yamen of China, which is the Council 
Cabinet of the empire, made a direct request 
to the United States that this government 
offer its servicee as mediator. Heretofore it 
has been understood the request from China 
was this government join other powers in in- 
tervening, to which this government respond- 
ed in the negative and offered to act alone, It 
now appears, however, that the independent 
action of this government was formally re- 
quested by the Tsung Li Yamen. 

Russia Orders Armor Plate of Carnegie. 


A rumor is current here to the effect that 
the Russian Government has contracted with 
the Carnegie company for the purchase of 
armor plate and steel rails, Whether the Rus- 
sian Government is contemplating an im- 
provement of its military and naval service 
in view of the war between Japan and China, 
in which it is thought possible it may be 
called upon to play a part, is not indicated. 
This statement was shown this evening to Mr. 
Botkin, Secretary of the Russian Legation. 
Mr. Botkin said he had not before heard of 
the rumor and he could neither confirm nor 
deny it. Since his connection with the lega- 
tion, which began three years ago, he had not 
known his government had ever made an 
effort to place a contract for armor plate, 
steel rails, or munitidns of war of any kind 
with any American firm, 

Well-informed people in diplomatic circles 
are inclined to believe it is quite probable 
Russia is looking to America for supplie 
which it has hitherto secured chiefly in Eu- 
rope. It is said the Russian Government re- 
alizes considerable benefit is gained by the 
government under which a contractor for 
supplying munitions of war lives, and that it 
would prefer having that advantage reaped 
by the United States than by a European 
power. Only by securing large orders can a 
great plant for manufacturing war supplies 
be built up, and the government under which 
such plants are fostered is best fitted to pre- 
pare for war in an emergency. 

The Russian Government realizes this fact, 
and would prefer contributing to the success 
of a government with which it can never 
have any unfriendly complication rather 
than with one that is liable to become its 
enemy.

The Japanese attack on Port Arthur was 
arranged to be made mainly by land, the 
navy rendering slight assistance. The result 
of the attack 1s expectea to be known Monday. 

The native newepapers say France has ad- 
mitted that Japan’s action in seizing the 
French steamer Sydney at Kobe was justified, 
and the question is settled.

Blooming Romance Seems te Underlie 
Scholz’s Suit Against Miss Pilger, 

Two weeks ago German circles iu the city 
were startled by a breach of promise suit for 
$30,000 brought by Adolph Scholz, a Berlin, 
Germany, banker, against Miss Katherine 
Pilger, a member of one of Milwaukee's 
wealthiest families. Mr. Scholz told of his 
meeting with Miss Pilger in Germany and of 
her promise to be his wife, provided he closed 
out his business and came to this coun- 
try to live. This, he claimed, he did 
at a great loss, and made two fruitless trips 
to this country to marry the German girl. 
Today Miss Piiger’s attorneys admitted 
Scholz was a banker or broker in Berlin in 
1889, but denied all the charges about Miss 
Pilger promising to marry him, ——— 
upon information and belief that in 1889 an 
ever since Scholz was and is now involved 
in debt, insolvent and improvident, 
searcely able to support himself, and 
utterly unable to support either a 
wife or family. She prays that his suit be 
not granted.

— Eugene 
Tsaye, the foreign violinist, appeared today at 
the fifty-third session of the Philharmonic Soci- 
ety at Carnegie Hall. The reports which had 
preceded him led one to expect great things. 
Certainly in this instance expectation was fuily 
realized. Judged by any standard of excellence 
or from any standpoint of criticism, comparative 
or otherwise, M. Ysaye as an artist must be 
accounted great. The pieces in which he chose 
to make his first appearance before an American 
audience—Saint-Saéns’ B minor concerto and 
Bruch's Scotch fantasia,” both rarely interest- 
ing and attractive compositions—were well se- 
lected, as they afforded M. Ysaye ample oppor 
tunity to prove his case both as artist and 
virtuoso. The moment M. Ysaye began to play 
one became conscious that one was in the pres- 
ence of a personality of more than ordinary 
force and magnetism, of temperament rich in vi- 
tality, color, and emotional intensity. But in 
hearing ‘im play. his technique is hardly thought 
of, though ample to meet whatever demands he 
may make upon it. He has power and plenty of 
it, breadth and force enough and to spare, and 
he plays with a rhythmic dash and swing which 
carry everything before them.

QUESTION RIGHT TO REPLAOE BONDS 


Will Bar City from Refunding Hyde Park 
Water Bonds. 

It has been held by the Appellate Court in 
passing upon the provision of the charter 
authorizing the City Council to borrow money 
that municipal bonds cannot be replaced by 
a new issue unless the interest and principal 
shall have been provided for in the tax levy. 
This will bar the city from refunding the 
$322,000 of 7 per cent Hyde Park water 
bonds dus Jan. 1, if there is any disposition 
to replace them with a new issue. Mayor 
Hopkins said yesterday he was in favor of 
issuing $500,000 of water certificates to

Hyde Park bonds. The power of 
Conncil to give the Mayor and Controller 
this authority is strongly 8 and it is 
not improbable that should the Counzil pur- 
sue this policy a fight will be made. There is 
a determined disposition on the part of some 
of those interested in the finances to get the 
city on a firm basis, notwithstanding this ad- 
ministration may be temporarily embarrassed. 
At the time the water certificates due Dec. 1 
were issued two years ago several good law- 
yers questioned the authority of the city to 
tuke this step, and it is probable, if an attempt 
is made to issue $500,000 worth of certifi- 
cates to take these up, the question will be 
tested in the courts. Another important 
point that may be carried to the Supreme 
Court is the question of whether this city can 
replace old bonds with new ones without hav- 
ing provided for the payment of the principal. 
If the Appellate Court is right the Council 
will have to commence the beginning of next 
year to provide for the levy of a tax to pay 
the principal on bonds as they fall due. If 
this policy is adopted the municipal indebted- 
ness will be steadily reduced.

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BASEBALL REBELS TO SUFFER. 


National League Decides to Banish Pfef- 
fer, Barnie, and Buckenbarger. 

New Yorks, Nov. 16,—-|Special.|—-The Na- 
tional League today took official cognizance 
of the threatened new American Asiociation. 
It has practically been decided to blacklist 
all persons affiliatmg themselves with any 
association not under the national agreement. 
That will be the gist of a document to be 
made public next Monday. 

Three, Fred Pfeffer, Billy Barnie, and A. C. 
Bucken burger, are under the ban and will short- 
ly be called upon to answer why they should not 
be disbarred from all connection with base- 
ball. This is not the way the National Board 
of Arbitration will put it. It will be the 
same blacklist which killed Nichols, Devlin, 
and Hall fifteen years ago. In the 
arraignment of these three men is a covert 
threat to all p'ayers and managers. The men 
are charged with being traitors to their clubs 
inasmuch as they endeavored toenlist players 
for the new association while being under 
salary to their own clubs, The indictments 
are very specific as to the offenses, and 
Barnie,Buckenburger,and Pfeffer are practical- 
ly dead men as far as the National League 
is concerned. Ihey cannot obtain employ- 
ment with any club under the nation! agree- 
ment. The magnates accomplished little out- 
side drawing up the in lictment against the 
accused men and discussing the American As- 
sociation. All united in declaring it a dead 
cock in the pit. It was decided to give Phil- 
adelphia the grand stand receipts intact for 
four years in order that Philadelphia will have 
a grand stand worthy of the city.

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BITS ABOUT THE INDIANA OON- 
GRESSIONAL DELEGATION. 


In the List of Thirteen Successful Repub- 
licans Are Some Who Never Expected 
Election=James E. Watson Won Over 
Holman by Beating the “Objector” at 
His Own Game with the Unlettered 
Masses Some of the List May Cut 
Unique Figures in Washington. 

InpranaPouis, Ind., Nov. 15.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. ]—No political event in Indiana, 
not even the election of Gen. H to the 
Presidency, has resulted in the general com- 
ment and jolliflcation that followed the sweep- 
ing success of the Indiana Congressional dele- 
gation last Tuesday. The thirteen Republican 
mem bers-elect from this State are expected to 
attract some attentign in the next House, It 
is the first time sines the Republican party 
came into existence that Indiana’s delegation 
has been solidly Republican. | 

Not all the new Congresamen-clect would 
be considered by the average politician as 
suitable Congressional material. Republican 
leaders here will be much surprised if it be 
not discovered, when the next Congress as- 
sem bles at Washington, that Indiana has sent 
several interesting characters to the National 
Chamber. Perhaps not half of the succesatul 
thirteen ever dreamed when nominated they 
would win. 

Some were in the race just for the fun of it. 
Henry U. Johnson, reslected in the Sixth 
District, and Col. George W. Steele of the

HOW THE GREAT VICTORY WAS WOR, 

When the Wilson bill was reported from the 
Committee on Ways and Means early last 
year Tun Trreune was satisfied that it would 
pass both the House and Senate without ma- 
terial modification and become a law. There- 
fore it studied the measure closely for the 
purpose of ascertaining what its effect would 
probably be on the industries of the country, 
The conclusion arrived at was that it wouid 
be injurious to the extreme of disastrous, 
Tun Txreune concluded that the producers 
of raw materials, the people engaged in 
transportation, and the employés of the manu- 
facturers would have to suffer serious wage 
reductions and for a time loss of employment. 
Those views which were set forth in Tun 
Tutnun at an early date and repeated over 
and over again have been verified in every 
respect, 

There was to be an important election in 
the fall following the passage of the Wilson 
bill, The questidn for the Republicans to de- 
termine was on what issue the campaign 
should be fought. Tun Tuns had no 
doubts on that point. Iteaw the vital issue 
and clung to it. 

For years the political conflicts had been 
waged over tariff planks in party platforms. 
The Democrats had deciared in their plat- 
forms what they purposed doing. They had 
resolved they wanted to reverse the policy of 
the last tmied of a century, and asserted that 
the country would be benefited thereby. It 
was plain to Tus Tarupye that in the contest 
of 1804 there was no room for mere platform 
deciarations. The battie was not to be waged 
over theories, but over conditions and results 
—over the Democratic bill and its conse- 
quences on the country; and not over tariff 
planks in platforms. Democratic con vention 
assumptions cut no figure. Ruinous Demo- 
eratic doings alone were to be dealt with and 
voted upon in November. The theories of 
Calhoun’s disciples were to be brought to 
book, 

Therefore, long before the Wilson bill 
passed the Senate Tue Tripune Warned the 
Republicans that there was one vital point for 
them to hammer away at before the people 
until the hour when the polis closed, and that 
was the Democratic tariff bill and ite effect 
on the industries, wages, and prices of the 
country, 

The Republican active men were told al- 
most dai'y that they must not waste their 
ammunition on dead ducks, such as some 
petty blunder which had been committed by 
their adversaries. ° 

If the Democrats had turned out some pop- 
ular loca! officeholders without cause, if they 
had mismanaged the affairs of some bvreau 
or department, if they had made unpatriotic 
fools ot themseives about Hawaii, let all such 
pass and stick close to the vital point. 

The Republicans were exhorted that they 
must not let the Democrats dodge the Wilson 
bill iseue. They must be pinned down to it. 
If they tried to slide off into 16 to 1 free 
silver to change the subject from the Wilson 
bill to debasing the currency or to other con- 
fiseatory schemes they must be brought back 
to their Wileon bill, which affected every- 
body’s pocketbook and hurt every man’s in- 
terests except officeholders. Tue Trinune 
also continually pointed out the Democratic 
free trade threats to go on cutting dowh pro- 
tection till there was none remaining. 

What Tun Tripune urged others to do it 
did iteelf. From early spring till November 
it kept on pounding away steadily on the 
tariff. It constantly urged the question on 
the voters whether the Wilson bill was proving 
so much of a biessing in anticipation and in 
reality that the people would give the Demo- 
crate another mandate to cut down and abolish 
what remained of protection Tun Tuber 
explained what the Wilson bill would do. 
Then it was only necessary to change the 
tense to tell what it was doing; and what an- 
other cut of protection would do. This paper 
pointed out the factories and mines it had 
closed; the tens of thousands of workmen it 
had thrown out of employment, or whose 
wages it had shoved down, and the strikes and 
riots it had caused. j 

Gradually the other Republican papers con- 
sciously or unconsciously fell into the same 
line of argument. The Republican speakers 
followed suit. They found speedily that there 
was nothing else the common people wanted 
to hear about. The voters did not care what 
the Democrats were saying about free silver 
coinage and chea pening the currency. They 
wanted to know what the Democrats had done 
in their tariff bill at Washington that made 
times so bad. They did not ask about the 
glittering generalities in platform resolutions. 
They asked why the times were so bad; and 
the more the stumpers gave them facts con- 
cerning the cause the more convinced they 
were that the reversal of the old established 
Republican protection policy by the Demo 
crats was a piece of blundering wickedness 
which must be stopped at the polls. 

When the time came for the votes to be 
cast the people had come to understand that 
the real and important question was: Is the 
Wilson bill, with or without its 640 Gorman 
patches, a good or a bad thing for the people 
and if it is do we want any more of the same 
kind of anti-protection? They voted on the 
Democratic tariff bill and on the Democratic 
scheme to cut the protection still lower, 
and said it would be ruinous to their prosper- 
ity. The Wilson bill had cut down their wage. 
scale and reduced the farmer’s prices. It had 
lessened the consuming power of the cities 
and towns and thus struck at the grangers 
who had lost much of the maxket which had 
consumed all their truck farmmg. Aud to 
abolish the remainder of the protection would 
make wages and prices still worse, That is 
one great reason why the agricultural West 
has rolled as heavy anti-Wilson bill majorities 
as the manufacturing East. 

Tus Tumors laid down a policy and it pur- 
sued it unwaveringiy from start to finish. 
That policy, extended and adopted by others 
and adhered to by this paper with a tenacity 
shown by no other American journal, won the 
day. The general reader must not object 
therefore if, now that the election is over, it 
makes this retrospective mention of the pol- 
icy it pursued and the good work it has done. 

More has been accomplished than the mere 
carrying of this one election. There has been

It the Republicans should be successful this 
year nothing further will be done with the tariff 
until after 1896, and business will have a chance 
to revive. On this issue there could be no doubt

necessarily follow that the return of the Repub- 
loan party to power in 1896 meant the reénact- 
ment ofthe McKinley law. Mr. Reed did not 
think that the party would make that issue. 
Conditions had changed materially imthe last 
six or eight years and there was room for many 
modifications in the McKinley bill. 

Senator Sherman, who lives in Mr. MoKin- 
ley’s own State, a day or two ago saidin an 
interview: ; 

I do not regard the present result as an indorse- 
ment of the McKinley billor a demand on the 
part of the people for radical high tariff legisla- 
tion. There will undoubtedly be some Republic- 
an members who will regard it as such, but I 
hardly believe the party will enter into any ex- 
treme legislation of this kind. I would not favor 
any great increase of duties. On the stump in 
the campaign I said very plainiy that I was a 
moderate protectionist and wanted only such 
duties as would insure a fair rate of wages for 
the workingmen of this country. I believe in 
so placing the duties as to allow a healthy for- 
eign competition. If I should see that any duty 
was making a monopoly I would take that duty 
off. The Republicans went to an extreme on the 
question in 1890 because they had absolute con- 
trol of ali branches of the government. If there 
had been any check they would not have done 80. 

Gov. McKinley failed to assert in one of 
his speeches during the recent campaign that 
the bill which bears his name would be made 
a test of party loyalty, nor has any other Re- 
pubiican speaker declared that such a test 
would be made, nor has any one declared that 
in case of a Republican victory the Repub- 
lican party would reénact the McKinley 
bill. 

By what authority then are a few persons 
with dull brains or miscliievous and perhaps 
malicious purpose printing articles which in 
effect declare that the reénactment of the 
McKinley law is to be made the test of 
party loyalty? Who authorized them to set 
up such a test? Certainly not such party 
leaders as Mr. Reed, or Senator Sherman, or 
ex-President Harrison. Certainly not any 
leader or speaker who figured in the recent 
campaign, Cortainly not Gov. McKinley 
himself, the father of the bill. These per- 
sons appear to be willing to shipwreck tie 
Republican party once more in order to ap- 


pease the greedy demands of millionaires and. 


trusts. They are blind partisans who don’t 
cate whether their party is in power or in the 
minority so that the grasping designs of 
syndicates Gan be carried out. The protec. 
tion which these fellows are clamoring for is 
immoderate protection. They want protec. 
tion which shall prevent competition, But 
whoever prevents competition is a public 
enemy and the Republican party cannot af. 
ford to allow itself to be forced into any such 
position. As Tur T ne before the election 
said, a Republican friumph in 1896 will not 
mean the reénactment verbatim et literatim 
et punctuatim of the McKinley law. It will 
mean simply the reéstablishment of judicious, 
moderate protection suited to the conditions 
of 1896.

LET IT BE A TRADE SCHOOL. 

The trustees of the Lewis Institute, soon to 
be built at the corner of West Madison and 
Robey streets, have asked advice from a num- 
ber of prominent men and Women ia tegard 
to the best course of instruction to be adopted. 
Of course there was a considerable diversity 
of views expressed, Some advised a great 
school of technology, one recommended that 
the institute should be made a normal train- 
ing school so as to provide the public schools 
of this city with competent teachers, and a 
strong plea was made fora trade school in 
which all the mechanic trades shouid be 
taught to boys and all the arts and trades that 
underlie home life be taught to girls. 

By all means the Lewis Institute should be 
a trade school. The people do not need any 
more ology schools at present. We have more 
than enough of them forall current require- 
ments, and they turn out too many of the kind 
of graduates who feel it would be a degrada- 
tion to work fora living. The great need of 
the age for the people is ample opportunity 
for a good practical education, with mechan- 
ical as well as chemical and other technical 
knowledge of the arts and processes by which 
the wealth of the world is increased through 
human ingenuity and human manual labor. 
Most especially there is a crying need for the 
kind of institutions in which human hands and 
fingers Gan be trained and the mind receive 
an intelligent information in the mechanical 
processes that are involved in what is ca'led 
skilled labor. 

As it is now there is no place for an Ameri- 
can boy to learn a mechanical trade, except 
what is supplied toa very small number in 
the manual training schools. The great ma- 
jority of the boys who went to learn a trade 
are excluded by the restrictiveness of the 
trade unions, which let in as few of them as 
possible, while those who are graciously al- 
lowed to enter the charmed circle have to do 
so by tagging on after the union and begging 
the walking delegate for a chance to learn 
how to gain a living by honest toil. Nor 
should it be necessary for a boy to take 
Latin, astronomy, etc., in order to become a 
good mechanic, He can very well dispense 
with such things, at least till able in after 
years to take them up by a course of reading, 
or perhaps in attendance on a night school. 

What is wanted is manual training in truth 
and fact, with no more of book learning in- 
sisted on as a part of the course than is neces- 
sary to an intelligent use of the muscles in 
the mechanical work to be done in after life. 
We have got enough af the gloved kind of la- 
bor which disdains to soil the hands. We 
want more of the ungloved kind of labor 
with the education which will not make the 
man ashamed of having his hands tanned or 
soiled. There would be work enough for all 
of this sort under ordinary conditions, while 
there is not enough work of the kind 
the gloved ones want to do. It is the 
latter who are crowding our public cffices to 
get a living, who compete with each other fer

charge employés belonging thereto except for in- 
efficiency, violation of law, or neglect of duty; 
nor for such unions during such pendency to or 
der, unite in, or aid or abet strikes or boycotts 
against the railways complained of; nor for a 
period of six months after a decision for such 
railroads to diecharge any such employés in 
whose places others shall be omployed, except 
for the causes aforesaid; nor for any such em- 
ployés during a like period to quit the service 
without giving thirty days’ written notice of in- 
tention to do s nor for any such union or incor- 
poration to order, counsel, or advise otherwise. 


Mast of the disputes grow out of wages, but 
not all of them. The last dispute was wheth. 
er railroad employés should handle Pullman 
cars, The employés said they would not, be- 
cause they wanted to force Pullman to ar- 
bitrate with his men, The railroads said they 
were bound by contract to haul those cars and 
insisted on the men handling them. If the 
permanent commission of three men had 
been in existence last June it would have had 
to decide whether the railroads should drop 
their sle¢pers or whether the men should con- 
tiaue handling them. It would have had to 
decide in favor of the roads. Then what 
would the employés have done? 

Supposmg they refused to submit and quit 
immediately without giving the thirty days’ 
notice mentioned in the recommendations? 
Would 20,000 men be arrésted and punished 
for exercising their richt to leave the service 
of the road at once? No suggestion is made 
that anything of that sort be done. There 
would not be juils enough to hold them, What 
would be gained except the effect on public 
sentiment of a decision by three presumably 
impartial men to the effect that the employés 
were utterly in the wrong? 

Take, on the other hand, a dispute growing 
out of wages. A road wants to reduce them 
and the employés object to the reduction. 
The road says the lower wages ate just and 
fair in view of the falling off in its business. 
The men say that in view of the standard of 
living to which they have become accustomed 
the lower wages are not just and fair, What 
point of view the Commissioners might take 
no man can tell. They might say the busi- 
ness of the road must regulate wages, or they 
might say wages were already as low as they 
ought to be, and refuse to reduce them, 

If they were to order the men to work for 
the lower wages and they were to refuse to do 
so and quit instanter, how would they be pun- 
ished? But if the Commissioners were to or- 
der the road to pay the old wages its officers 
could be punished for a failure to obey if the 
Supreme Court sustained the law, but where 
would the money come from? It the road at- 
tem pted to raise its transportation charges in 
order to get more revenue the shippers would 
appeal to the Inter-State Commission and 
say that they were bemg charged exorbitant 
rates, 

If the employés of a road were to ask for 
higher wages and were refused and the com- 
mission should decide against them and the 
men shovld strike forthwith and the usual 
phenomena of a strike were to occur, what 
more could be done to the men than can be 
done now? Could any be punished except 
those who had rioted or instigated riots? They 
can be punished now. 

But if the verdict is against the roads they 
can be forced to pay the higher wages. The 
government has ahold on them whieh it has 
not on the employés. Damages can be col- 
lected from them but not from impecunious 
men. Therefore it looks very much as if the 
plan of the Strike Commission would bea 
one-sided one if it amounted to anything. It 
would be potent to force wages up, but not to 
force them down. Were that its effect there 
would be a demand on the part of all em- 
ployés for the States to adopt similar legisla. 
tion for their benefit. 

The plan of the commission appears to In- 
volve compulsory arbitration as far as the 
railroads are concerned, but not as regards 
the men, Clearly that will not do. If com- 
pulsion is to be used in one case it must be in 
the other. If roads are to be forced to pay 
more than they think they can afford, men 
must be forced to work for less than they 
want to. But every one will say that that 
must not be done, 

There is no objection toa commission which 
shall investigate and shall say what wages 
it thinks would be reasonable and just and 
shall urge one side to pay or the other to ac. 
cept them. But to give any three men what 
would amount to power to raise but not to 
lower the wages a railroad must pay is quite 
another matter. The Strike Commission 
should revise its report.

SEPARATE BALLOT FOR CONSTITUTION- 
AL AMENDMENTS. 

The total vote cast for State Treasurer in 
the first eighteen wards of this city canvassed 
was 145.000. That cast for and against the 
constitutional amendment was 27,600. On 
the bond issue it was 41,800. It is well un- 
derstood why so few ballote were marked for 
or against these important propositions. 
They were at the extreme southeast corner of 
a blanket ballot, Most of the voters simply 
looked at the top of the sheet to find the 
party O“ in which to put their X“ mark, 
and did not look to see whether there was 
anything else calling for their attention.

VII THEY STAID AT HOME. 

Congressman George W. Fithian of this 
State attempts to account for his recent de- 
feat by saying he was beaten by the stay-at- 
home Democrats. But he did not tell why 
they staid at home on election day. The fact 
is those Democrats who refused to vote staid 
at home because of what Fithian had done 
and what Fithian proposed to do. They staid 
athome because Fithian had helped other 
Democratic Congressmen to give them a 
dose of free trade, Which had injured their 
prosperity by cutting dowa the consuming ca- 
pacity of the people of Chicago and other cities 
to which the vegetable and the fruit raisers of 
Fithian’s district send their crops for a mar- 
ket, and had left the aforesaid products 
moldering on the hands of the farmers, 
whereby the said farmers were greatly impov- 
erished and sorely discouraged, They had an 
additional reason for not going to the polis to 
vote for him in the fact that it was promised 
them that if he and his Democratic associates 
were sustained by the people they would give 
their constituents more of the same sort of 
conditions which are the very autipodes of 
prosperity. They did not want any more of 
the sort of thing by which they had suffered 
so much already. 

Furthermore, when his disgruntled constit- 
uents went to him for an explanation he in ef- 
fect said to them: “Go along. Let us have 
50-eent dollars. Then your prices will hop 
up to just what they used to be. The bushel 
of wheat now selling at 50 cents then will sell 
for $1.”’ But he did not explain to them that 
they would not be able to buy any more with 
that kind of a dollar than they now can buy 
with 50 cents. He left them to nose out the 
fact for themselves, and it is fair to infer that 
many of them did stumble on that fact, with 
the result that they let him severely alone last 
election day. 

Sly dog, Fithian! Great genius, Fithiaa! 
Wonderful for his ability to leave unsaid the 
most important part of the statement he 
ought to make! But the slyness did him no 
good. The people of his district, Democrats 
as well as Republicans, saw through him, 
and some of the Democrats rose up in their 
might to vote for the Republican candidate. 
Still others of them felt they could not do 
that. They had been voting against Repub. 
licans all their lives, They had been drilled 
inte believing it was as much of a crime fora 
Democrat to vote the Republican ticket as for 
a Christian to turn Mohammedan. So these 
staid at home and beat Fithian by their policy 
of abstention. Fithian has had his reward. 
and so have the other Democrats of his stamp.

FOR FIFTY KNOTS AN ii0UR. 

Some English experts in the science of 
steam navigation are figuring in tegard to 
the supposed possibility of attaining a speed 
of fifty miles an hour. They have calcu 
lated that, even if such a vessel could not be 
constructed now, one with 100,000 horse- 
power would do it, this requiring a length of 
1,000 feet for the engine-room. One of these 
gentlemen, Mr. G. A. Haig, thinks that 100, 
000 horse-power could be stowed into the 
Campania. That vessel now uses 180 pounds 
of steam pressure, and requires only one- 
eighth as much boiler room as would have 
been needed for the same power sixty years 
ago, when twenty pounds of steam was the 
rule, He proposes to go right up to 700 
pounds of pressure, and thinks boilers could 
be made without difficulty to stand that enor- 
mous pressure, 

It would not be wise to assert that this idea 
cannot be actualized at some time iu the 
future. The average speed of twenty knots 
per hour in a voyage across the Atlantic at- 
tained by the Campania and the Lucania and 
more than that by the Paris and City of New 
York and the twenty-three made by the Min- 
neapolis on her trial trip have been reached 
by successive gains of a fraction of a knot 
per hour, and it should seem that the limit 
has not been reached yet. Aluminum is com- 
ing to the front as a possibility for construc. 
tion with much greater lightness in propor- 
tion to buik, and something may be done to 
improve the shape of the vessel, while un- 
doubtedly there is room for a further increase 
of steam pressure inside the limits of safety to 
the machinery. It is not unscientific to think 
that along these lines a big jump in speed 
may be attained ere long, and it is said that 
already torpedo boats are showing a gait of 
thirty miles per hour. But thus far the ut- 
most speed for big steamers is less than half 
the fifty miles an hour talked of and it cannot 
be denied that the mechanical difficulties in- 
crease far more rapidly than the speed, At 
present the propelling power must increase in 
the ratio of the cube of the velocity, a 
doubling uf speed requiring eight times the 
power, and there is some reason to think that 
while this cube ratio holds good for present 
maximum speeds it would fall short before 
the doubling had been attained, that experi- 
ment would prove an eight-fold power would 
not give twice the twenty-two knots per hour 
averaged by the Campania and the Lucania, 

Apart from the greater piling up of water 
around the bow of the ship, which practically 
amounts to an increase of the slope up which 
the vessel has to be forced.by the action of its 
machinery, and the fact that the greater the 
speed the less pressure does the blade of the 
propeller exert on the water bebind it, the vis 
inertia of the water has to be considered, The 
familiar (to readers) experiment of flat- 
tening a bullet by firing it perpendicularly 
downwards against a sheet of water shows 
that the water refuses to move at all out of 
the way of the swift-moving ball, which only 
sinks after its great speed has been destroyed. 
Of course that speed far exceeds fifty miles 
an hour. Hence the experiment does not 
prove that a vessel could not be forced through 
water at the velocity named for it, but does 
ses be the existence of an obstacle to very 
rapid water transit which, perhaps, has not 
been sufficiently considered, and a corre.

This was amended radically in 1831, the law of 
which year is substantially that of today. By it 
the exclusive right of publishing a book or arts 
cle copyrigkted is secured for twenty-eight years, 
with a renewal for fourteen more, making in all 
forty-two years. The first American movement 
towards international copyright was made by 
Henry Clay ina petition referred to a Senate 
committee. After long years of debate and dis- 
cussion a bill securing international copyright 
was passed by Congress in 1891, The copyright 
for school books is the same as for other books, 

Sunscuiser: President Lincoln made 4 
draft of a bill to be introduced in the Legisiatare 
of Delaware for the emancipation of the slaves 
of that State on the basis of paymg the State by 
the Nation $28,200 a year for thirty-one years, 
but it never was introduced.

At the same time Roscoe Conkling intro- 
duced a joint resolution in Congress proposing 
to compensate the loyal slave States if they 
would free their slaves. July 12, 1862, President 
Lincoln called the Representatives in Congress 
of the loyal States and urged them to bring 
about the acceptance of an indemnity, but a ma- 
jority of them refused to argue in its behalf be- 
fore their constituents.

Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passen- 
ger Association rendered his decisioa yester- 
day in the Alton ease. He found against the 
Aiton, and the result may be further trouble 
for the Western Passenger Association, which 
is already in a semi-disrupted condition. The 
Alton has previously announced that the rate 
of $7.25 between East St. Louis and Kansas 
City, which it made last July, was made to 
stay, and Mr. Chariton declared the rate 
would not be changed. This rate of $7.25 is 
25 cents lower than the rate the Aiton main- 
tained fora number of years. It made the 
reduction when the Wabash began selling 
tickets from East St. Lnuis at $7.50— 
the Alton .rate. Mr. Chariton claimed he 
had the right to take the action he did, while 
the Wabash and other lines protested. Chair- 
man Caldwell has had the matter under ad- 
visement since last July. Members of the as- 
sociation have been aware that whatever way 
the Chairman decided the result would be 
likely to meet with disapproval. But the de- 
cision had to be rendered and the Alton is 
asked to reéstablish its old rate of $7.50. If 
Mr. Chariton sticks to his former statement 
he will not heed the decision and thus disre- 
gard the association. If he does so it would 
appear that the usefulmess of the present 
organization has passed away. Chairman 
Caldwell bases his decision on the articles 
of agreement, one of which is that 
traffic passing between any local point and a 
common point, or between two local points, 
shall not be considered as competitive unless 
the rates made on such traffic shall reduce the 
established rate on other lines. Another 
article bearing on the point is that members 
of the association 1 not take individual 
action in changing rates which affect more 
than one member of the association. 

Decides Again«t the Alton, 

In accordance with these clauses of the 
agreement Chairman Caldwell, after reciting 
the history of the case, renders his decision as 
follows: 

Inasmuch as there has been no formal charge 
preferred against the Chicago and Alton road in

COMMITTEE WILL SELL THE ROAD. 


Lake Erie and Western Gets Indianapolis 
Decatur and Western. : 

New Tonk, Nov. 16.—The Reorganization 
committee of the Indianapolis, Decatur and 
Western railroad company at a meeting held 
bere today decided to sell the controlling in- 
terest in the road, represented by the $1,800,- 
000 first mortgage bonds, to the Lake Erie 
and Western railroad. The price to be paid 
for the bonds is 13. 

Inpranapouis, Ind., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 

The reported sale of the Indianapolis, De- 
catur and Western to the Lake Erie and West- 
ern was neither confirmed nor denied here to- 
night by the general officera of the two roads. 
Both R. B. F. Pierce, General Manager of the 
Indianapolis, Decatur, and Western, and G. 
M. Bradbury, General Manager of the Lake 
Erie and Western, refused to discuss the mat- 
ter without further evidence of the sale than 
the press dispatches. However, railroad men 
generally believe the deal has been closed, ' 
as it is known negotiations have been 
on some time, ndianapolis, Decatur 
and estern is a small line extending 
from this city to Decatur, III. It is about 150 
miles long and runs through one of the best 
grain sections in the State, It is well equipped 
and does a good business. The company 
owns a right of way to Quincy, III. 
Brice syndicate, which bought this line a few 
days ago, secured the Mackinaw route, and 
has about settled the purchase of the Cincin- 
nati, Lebanon and Northern. It is believed 
by railroed men that all the acquired lines 
will be obnsolidated with the Lake Erie and 
Western system. The second mortgage bond- 
holders recentiy made an ineffectual effort to 
bid in the Indianapolis, Decatur and Western, 
but the first mortgage bondholders, holding 
$1.800,000, got it, and it is understood they 
have disposed of it now with a view to secur- 
ing themselves. The road represents a capi- 
talization of about $6.000,000.

Free Silver aud Debt Paying. 

Oax Pans, III., Nov. 13.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.

If character can be portrayed in letter- 
writing—and no one doubts the fact—an 
epistolary message written nearly a century 
ago by a devoted young Bostonian maiden to 
her much beloved papa in Philadelphia will 
afford an intensely interesting study of com- 
mencement-de-siécle womanhoud, as it were. 

To be sure, the dear young girl who penned 
the loying message decades and decades ago 
never dreamed that her letter would be pub- 
lished at the dawn of the twentieth century 
in a Chicago newspaper and read by the eyes 
of modern woman, so called. For a fact 
Chicago was not on the mup in those days 
and woman—lovely woman—had not been 
modernized. To peer into this primitive 
maiden's private affairs really seems a sacri- 
lege. The epistle is, however, so essentially 
unique, so different from the flippant style of 
correspondence today, and withal so suggest- 
ive of the excessive formality and great rev- 
erence accorded parents by children in the 
proverbial good old times, that its perusal 
may be pardonable. In a word, it is the em- 
bodiment of filial affection. It would doubt- 
less surprise the average induigent pupa of 
today, who is quite used to being told a few 
things occasionally by his advanced,“ all- 
wise daughters. 

The fair writer was evidently a young 
woman of exceptional culture in those early 
days—of course, she must have been, for did 
she not reside in the Hub City and eat baked 
beans? In a peculiarly artistic and legible 
hand writing, the remarkable letter is thus ad- 
dressed:

Wes. indeed, you are entitled to my ut- 
most gratitude, my utmort affection, to my 
duty, and my veneration, and I should have 
considered myself inexcusable if I had de- 
layed a day to acknowledge a letter which 
gave me such heartfelt pleasure. If you have 
received my letter you will find in it expres- 
sions of the warmest gratitude. It will al- 
ways, my dear father, make me unhappy to 


know that you are so ani particularly if I. 


have any reason to suppose myself, even un- 
intentionaily, the cause df it. You ought not 
to be kept in suspense and I do. indeed, my 
dear papa. consider it a prime duty to attend 
to you, and I have given a circumstantial ac- 
count of the school exhibition and other 
particulars. And now, my dear sir, indulging 
the hope that I have rendered you easy on 
the subject of my not writing to you I will go 
on to a part of your letter over which I shed 
many, very many, tears. : 

„, my father, my heart is indeed filled 
with tender affection for my dear, my excel- 
lent parents, and if my heart be an affection- 
ate-feeling heart how could you — that I 
should read the following very affec line 
in your letter without its being torn: ‘Sweet 
soul, you will not have your parents long.’ 
When I came to read this I could no longer 
restrain my tears, sv covering my face with 
my -handkerchief I audibly sobbed. Can I 
endure the thought that those dear, indulgent 
parents must ascend to the bosom of their 
God before me? Would to heaven I could 
continue here as long as I could be useful to 
them and then wing * flight to the regions 
of the blessed, where I might prepare gar- 
lands of never-fauding roses to crown them 
with; but as this isa felicity too great for 
human beings to attain I must content my- 
self with the lot vf mortality and meekly bow 
my head in pious resignation. 

“ And now, my dear papa, hoping that you 
will acquit me of either neglect or inatten- 
tion to the best of fathers, I repeat again and 
again that I am your ever affectionate and 
dutiful daughter.
